(Girls Division) Rules, 1949, namely: —

1. in clause (b) of sub-rule (1) of rule 34, the words and figures “and 10 days 
in the case of Junior Wing, in all’ shall be omitted;

3. in sub-rule (2) of rule 39, for the words “The Director of Public Instruc- 

tion may award any of the following punishments to a Commissioned 
Officer" the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“The Secretarv of the Department governing the National Cadet Corps 
Organisation in the State or the Vice Chancellor of the University 
or the Director of Public Instruction, empowered in this behalf by 
the State Government, may award any of the following punishments 
to a Commissioned Officer”.
